Angora Government Recinds Order 
Requiring Payment On Retief 
Consignments. 


Paris—France is sending mére 
troops to Syria to hold the mandated 
territory against any possible aggres- 
sion by the Turks. A considerable 
number of French colonials have al- 
geady quietly embarked and are on 
their way to Syria, and two divisions, 
totaling 20,000 men, it is rtported, will 
be sent in all to give General Wey- 
gand a sufficient army. 

France now has 26,000 men in 
Syria, but the northern front is about 
200 miles in length, and a Turkish 
army corps of 20,000 is concentrated 
there, with additional forces on the 
_ way.“ 

The government, without divulging 
the details of its future Syrian policy, 
simply let it be known through a semi- 
official channel that because of the 
massing of Turkish forces across the 


border from the French “the dispatch’ 


of fresh contingents of French troops 
from the colonial forces is considered 
necessary.” 

The Franch government takes the 
stand that the Turkish troop concen- 
tration looks like a threat, even if 

‘the Turks do not intend a military 
offensive, and in any case it is regard- 
ed as a distinct effort to exert pres- 
sure on the French, which is con- 
aldered intolerable. 

The French government is consid- 

‘\ ering asking Great Britain to co- 
operate. 


Two Days’ Food Left 

Constantinopel--The Turkish gov- 
ernment has rescinded its order of a 
few’ days ago requiring payment of 
duties on relief supplies, with the 
provision that the red crescent shall | 
be allowed to approve all incoming 
consignments. 

Only two days rations for the re- 
fugees now remains in stock. 

The Chester agreement is to be 
signed, despite French objection.

SEAPLANE FALLS INTO OCEAN 


Machine Drifts Five Hours With Six 
Passengers Clinging to [t. 


_ New York-—Six persons, one a wo- 
man, were’ rescued clinging to their 
disabled seaplane off Coney Island, 
after their machine which fell into 
the sea 26 miles off land, had drifted 
shoreward for five hours. They were 
bound from Miami, Florida, to the 
naval air station at Rockaway Point. 

Robert L. Dewey, of New York, 
nephew of the late Admiral Dewey 
and owner of tho seaplane, swam 
ashore when the machine approached 
the beach and notified the police of 
his companidn’s plight, 

Lieutenant Rhodes, U. S. A., one of 
the pilots of the UC-4, and two me- 
chanics were passengers, 

A&A coast guard cutter also put out 
to the rescue from the station at 
Rockaway Beach. 

A watchman ona pier at Coney 
Island notified police he had seen the 
plane drifting in the ocean a distance 
from the pier and that he had seen 
men clinging to it. As he watched. 
it drifted irom his sight in the dark- 
ness. 

The machine left Miami just after 
daybreak last Sunday, said Mr. Dewey 
planning to reach the Rockaway naval 
station before sundown. 

Everything went well until the 
sonthern shore of Long Island was 
sighted when the port motor was dis- 
abled and the machine slumped into 
the water, 

With a brisk wind it drifted stead- 
ity toward shore until it was close 
enough for Mr. Dewey to swim to the 
beach.

VET HOSPITAL ue ‘KIS RUSHED 


Camp Custer Institution Is Largest 
With 500 Beds. 


Washington—Although Camp °Cus- 
ter’s nenro-psychiatric hospital of 509 
beds will be the largest, it also will 
he the last of five such projects to 
pe compicted, according to an an- 
nouncement Inst Thursday from the 
war department. 

The Knoxville, Towa, hospital, to 

be reddy with 400 beds, August, of 
this year, is the first on the list for 
delivery, and the others are to foNow 
in this order: American Lake, Wash- 
ington, 250 beds, October; Chillicothe, 
Ohio, 400 beds, December; Northamp- 
ton, Mass., 400 beds, February, next 
year. The completion date for Camp 
Custer is to he July next year, 
- These new institutions mark an 
advanced step in the treatment of 
men whose minds have been affected 
by the strains of war. Instead of 
merely giving them custodial care 
for the rest of their lives, every effort 
will be mase to bring the sufferors 
back to normal mental condition so 
far as it is humanly possible. 

The hospitals have been designed 
so that different types of mental dis- 
eases may be treated separately, with 
the idea that while they are receiv- 
fine medical attention, the patients 
may be taught useful occupations, 
with as much freedom allowed as 
their condition justifies, 

Each institution is complete in it- 
self and provided with all the neces- 
sary outside facilities, as well as 
roads, walks, sewers, heating plants, 
water and electric service, 

The buildings are modern, fire- 
proof structures of reinforced con- 
crete or brick and tile, with tho 
necessary quarters for the physi- 
clans, nurses and attendants.

IMMEDIATE REGULATIONS PLAN- 
NED BY CANADIAN 
PREMIER 


DRASTIC METHODS TO BE USED 


Shakeup in Enforcement Machinery 
.In U, S, Looms—President 
Dissatisfied. 


Ottawa, Ont—Canada as a source 
of supply for liquor to the thirsty of 
the United States will’ soon become 
aysient history if plans now under 
way materialize, for the Dominion 
has signified its intention of stepping 
in and damming the flow of “wet 
goods” that finds its way over the 
international boundary line into De- 
troifand other points in Uucle Sam's 
domain. 

Premier W. L. MacKenzie King has 
annouuced that the government pro- 
poses to exercise every possible care 
to seé that the regulations are car- 
ried out. He declares that up to the 
present it had not heen possiblo to 


glevise more eficctive means to stop 


Tum running over the border. He 
has called the subject to the atten- 
tion of Sir Lomer Gouin, minister of 
justice, and demanded 
action. 

Rum running on the border was 
brought to the attention of the gov: 
ernment by James Woodsworth, La- 
bor member, who asked that the’ Do- 
minion government take more effec- 
tive moasures to stop rum running. 

While no definite statements have 
been made as to just how the gov- 
ernment will stop the flow of liquor 
to the. United, States, it was  an- 
nounced that members of the Can- 
adian department will likely get in 
touch with the Washington depart- 
ment of justice officials and endeavor 
fo work ont an-international plan of 
liquor law enforcement. 

St. Pierre, one of the chief sources 
of supply may soon be eut off as ths 
members of the Canadian government 
are preparing to ask the British gov- 
ernment to take this action. 

Much of the liquor from this island 
is re-shipned to United States and 
the Canadian government is anxious 
to have the British government co- 
operate in having these chief centers 
of United States liquor supply cut 
oft. 


Washington—President Harding is 


preparing to go after prohibition en-' 


forcement most vigorously. 

For some time he has been dis- 
satisfied: with the enforcement as it 
has been conducted. : 

The president is said to have sev- 
eral important moves in contempla- 
tion, one of which may involve a gen- 
eral shakeup in the prohibition unit 
which may extend to the office of 
Prohibition Commissioner Haynes 
himself.

Senior Activities. 

The Senior Class is trying to reduce 
in every way possible the individual 
expense of graduation. There are 
many necessary expenses connected 
with attending High School as every 
parent realizes, and in the senior year 
these expenses seem to be multiplied. 

In some places graduation brings 
with it so many unnecessary “trim- 
mings” that it is impossible for all 
people to finish high school. The Class 
of 1928 believes that high school should 
be of all things democratic, not only in 
its ideas butin its customs. The Sen- 
iors have found three practical ways of 
working out these ideas. 

The first method is a saving on invi- 
tations, Half of the money which was 
made at the Senior play will be used 
in paying for invitations. Twenty in- 
vitations will be allowed each person, 
over half the class ordered twenty, 
while those who wish more will pay 
the extra amount. 

The second method of saving money 
is by adopting the custom of many of 
the larger high schools in regard to 
dress for the girls. This topic gives 
rise to heated arguments in some 
places, some girls being able to buy 
expensive clothes while others cannot 
afford elaborate dresses. This class is 
to be commended on their good sense 
in adopting a uniform dress to be worn 
on graduation night. They will wear 
middies which may be worn thereafter, 
thus not only eliminating the possi- 
bility of a “dress parade” for some 
but providing at the same time a sen- 
sible costume for future use. The 
girls did not stop with adopting a 
uniform dress, but have provided a 
way in which they may reduce the 
cost of these uniforms to the individ- 
ual. On the next few Saturdays they 
will hold a* bake sale downtown at 
which they hope to clear enough mon- 
ey to pay at, least in part for their 
uniforms. 

The third way of saving money is 
both valuable as an educational and 
decorative feature as well as advanta- 
geous financially. Each year it is the 
custom for the seniors to leave some- 
thing to the school. East Jordan needs 
most of all worth-while pictures. The 
Porter-Motter Mfg. Co. loan an art ex- 
hibit fo organizations free of charge 
except the advertising and transporta- 
tion charges. The receipts are to be 
spent in buying pictures of this com- 
pany. There will be a two-day exhibit 
May il and 12. An Art lecture explain- 
ing the pictures will be given and ad- 
mission of ten and twenty-five cents 
will be charged. It has been some 
time since the children and people in 
East Jordan have had an opportunity 
tosee anexhibit of this kind and it 
will be to-the credit of the seniors to 
give them this opportunity whether 
they make much over the expenses or 
not. However, such an exhibit should 
be of enough interest to receive the 
support of the citizens, especially of 
the parents for their children. 

The Seniors in these three ways have 
shown their preparation for good citi- 
zenship by their interest in carrying 
out the ideals of democracy and ser- 
vice.

LETTER, 


(By W. L. Calnon) 
LANSING, MICH. 

Drawing rapidly towards its close, 
the 1923 session of the Michigan leg- 
islature finds more than the usual 
swirl of important measures con- 
fronting it at the last moment. It 
looks as though the lawmakers who 
were heralded last January as the 
most business like in many years 
may wind up with a record lacking in 
reat ‘achievement. Much business 
can be transacted in the final days 
of a regular session, however, when 
bilis that have been pending a long 
time in one house or the other are 
passed over for final decision and 
each house is acting only on the bills 
adopted by the other. Should there 
be no time-absorbing contests over 
some of these, real speed can be 
shown in clearing up the last of the 
calendar. The house originally set 
Friday, April 27, as the day of pro- 
posed business adjournment of the 
session. The senate held up this 
resolution for a time and finally added 
eight days to it, adopting a resolution 
ta cease business of the session on 
Saturday, May 5. The house was 
expected to agree to this date and 
every effort was made to have on the 
calendars of the two houses by May 
1 the bills that had any chance of 
passage. i 


Reapportionment Not Considered, 


One big task of ‘the session ap- 
parently will be left undone. That is 
the reapportionment of the seats in 
the senate and house on the basis of 
the 1920 census. The state constiti- 
tion of 1907 contains a mandate to 
the legislature that the 1913 session. 
shall reapportion the memberships of 
both houses on the basis of tho 1919 
census and that each ten years there- 
after new apportionments shall be 
made. The 1913 session did pass a 
reapportionment ‘Dill, but it was 
thrown out by the courts later for 
disregarding the moiety clause in 
assigning seats in the house. So the 
old apportionment remained in effect 
since then. This year Rep. Vincent 
Dacey, of Detroit, introduced a pro- 
posed house reapportionment bill 


early in the session. It was permit- 


ted to remain in committee and after 
a@ time a sub-committee was named 
to work out a new bill to be a substi- 
tute for the Dacey proposal. The 
sub-committee finally got a bill ready 
which increases the Wayne county 
membership in the house to 25 seats 
from the present 14. The senate 
committe about the same time work- 
ed out,a bill changing the boundaries 
of senatorial districts, the major 
change provided being for Wayne 
county, with seven seats assigned in- 
stead of the present five. Then, with 
the business adjournment date set, it 
was announced that the Dacey Dill 
could not be found by the house com- 
niittee and that its disappearance 
left nothing for the committee to 
offer a substitute for. | 


Wright Tax Bill Passed. 


Several important items of pro- 
posed legislation escaped from com- 
mittee in time to get action before 
the very last minute ‘rush of bill 
passing. Among them were three big 
tax measures. The Smith weight 
tax bill for motor cars and trucks, 
designed to return the state a rev- 
enue of $15,000,000, was one of these, 
it had been held back after introduc- 
tion while the battle raged over the 
gasoline tax, but after the latter 
finally landed in the discard action 
was taken to shove ahead the weight 
tax measure. The latter retains the 
present state machinery for collect- 
ing automobile license funds, but in- 
creases the revenue by a stiff raising 
of rates, heavier vehicles being given 
the ‘heavy burden on the theory that 
they do the most damage to the 
Toads. The bill sets up 2 highway 
fund and apportions it among the 
various items of highway costs, in- 
cluding interest and sinking funds, 
for highway bonds, maintenance 
funds ahd state reward funds. It 
further provides that these funds 
shall be raised and expended under 
the supervision and control of the 
state administrative board. This bill 
was reported out to the Senate, which 
later adopted it by a vote of 24 to 6. 


Bill to Incorporate Banks. 


The senate has adopted the bill of 
Senator Walter J. Hayes, of Detroit, 
to place under the supervision of the 
state banking department all banks 
in cities of moré than 6,000 popula- 
tion. The bill aims to make compul- 
sory the incorporation of these banks 
as state banks. It is estimated that 
the measure will affect more than six. 
ty banking institutions. Senator 
Hayes was credited with a signal per- 
sonal victory in obtaining 23 votes 
for this bill, at least 22 being needed 
to pass a ‘banking bill, as in several 
past legislatures similar bills have 
passed the house only to meet defeat 
in the senate. This. year the bill 
originated in the senate and it is 
thought certain that the house will ap- 
prove it. The bill has tha backing of 
the governor and the state banking 
department. 

* Another bill to get out was the 
Lennon measure for a stoppage of 
state rewards on roads for the next 
two years. This was amended in 
committee 8o that the rewards would 
be reduced one-half, instead of being 


iped ont, On this. basis there ld 


Buliding Funds Glven Slashing. : 

Terrific slashing of requests of state 
institutions for funds for building pur- 
poses during the coming two years 
was indulged in by the house ways 
and means committee, Rep. Nelson 
Farrier, of Presque Isle, chairman. 
The imposing total of $8,461,390 was 
asked of the legislature this year for 
buildings. Practically every institu- 
tion wanted some additions or new 
buildings and felt that its need simply 
had to be taken care of. But the 
house committee was deaf to their 
pleas. It had decided on a program 
of economy and adhered to It like 
adamant. When the so-called omni- 
bus appropriation bill was reported 
out to the house the total of eight mil- 
lion odd dollars requested had. shrunk 
to $1,626,620 of approved requests. 
More than one-fourth of the favored 
items are for armories, the total al- 
lowed for this purpose being $519,- 
000. This includes $129,000 for the 
city of Lansing, $140,000 for Flint, 
$50,000 for Adrian,- $75,000 for St. 
Johns, $25,000 for Charlotte, $40,000 
for Holland, $40,000 for the Benton 
Harbor naval reserves and $20,000 for 
the state’s military camp at Gray- 
ling. The only item in the bill that 
may cause friction on the floor of the 
house or senate is $285,000 allowed 
for work already done at Marquette 
prison and the Lapeer hospital. This 
work was authorized iby the state ad- 
ministrative board on the ground of 
necessity during the last two years, 
there being no appropriation to cover 
it. In the state campaign last autumn 
Democratic attacks on the state ad- 
ministration included criticism of this 
action by the administrative board. 
An important item dropped from the 
pill was that of $212,000 to build the 
Michigan Training School for Wo- 
men at Okemos. Plans for the pro- 
posed buildings have been drawn and 
accepted by the state. The appropria- 
tion was backed by the governor and 
the administrative board and also by 
many - women’s organizations in the 
state. Originally included in a separ- 
ate bill of its own the project finally 
was merged with the omnibus Dill, 
only to be rejected in its entirety. 
Another rejected item was a million 
dollars for a new prison at Jackson, 
which had the recommendation of 
Gov. Groesbeck in his message at the 
opening of this session. A total of 
$2,044,000 asked for the state’s four 
normal schools was slashed down to 
within $100,000. Ypsilanti normal, 
which sought $904,000, was allowed 
$8,850; Kalamazoo asked $526,000 and 
got $2,000 allowed; Mt. Pleasant 
asked $313,500 and got $85,100, of 
which $75,000 is for a new library. 
Institutions Affected By Cut. 

Much of the interest left in the leg- 
islative session rested in the appro- 
priations to be granted and most of 
this froze up when the committee re- 
port showed such slashes as these: 
Pontiac state hospital from $155,000 
to $3,627; Traverse City state hospital 
from $195,000 to $79,750; Newberry 
state hospital from $425,000 to $27,- 
800; Tonia hospital from $55,000 to 
$9,000; state department of safety, 
for Lansing barracks, from $98,006 
to $10,000; Adrian girls’ home from 
$14,006 to $1,000; state school for the 
deaf from $95,000 to $600; employ- 
ment institution for the blind from 
$245,000 to $10,000; state public school 
at Coldwater from $324,000 to $8,000; 
Kalamazoo state hospital from $491,- 
000 to $129,400; Ionia reformatory 
from $225,000 to $34,000; and the 
state tuberculosis sanitorium at Ho- 


woll from $205,000 to $500. Judging 


from these reductions the University 
of Michigan, whose requests are in a 
separate measure, fared much better 
than the average institution in that 
$3,500,000 of the $7,000,000 sought 
was allowed by the house ways and 
means committee. Some action may 
have to be taken by the legislature in 
regard to the balance of $1,374,000 
left of the 1921 legislature’s appropria- 
tion for the university’s building pro- 
gram and which has not been released 
by the state administrative board, 
The house committee, in its delibera- 
tions, took into consideration the gift 
which Senator Couzens has pledged 
to the university of $650,000 for a 
nurses’ home, All of these items will 
be gone over by members of both 
houses, but there is little hope any- 
where of any drastic revision upward 
of the figures that were given the fa- 
yorable report of the ways and means 
committee. As usual, despite the 
rosy predictions made last January of 
rapid handling of appropriations this 
year, the money bills will be right in 
the middle of the jam of legislation of 
the last few days of the session and 
at that stage of things there is small 
chance of any radical changes being 
made. 
Limitation of Tax Levies Approved. 
Limitation of tax levies in the state 
were approved by the house in its 
passage of the Evans bill for this pur- 
pose in various localities of the state 
and the resolution of Rep. Watson 


calling for a vote on a constitutional 


amendment in November, 1924, on 


having a state limitation established. 
Detroit members objected to the idea 


of the two proposals, declaring that 


they are not flexible enough for a 
rapidly growing community. For the 
Detroiters the house adopted a bill 


authorizing the issuance @ bonds up 
to. a& limit of four percent of the 
assessed valuation, instead of two per.
